ANTI-PROHIBITIONISTS COUNT ON 100,000 
MAJORITY. 

! x., August 5.—In the guber- 
election last November the total vote 
315,000, of which 250,000 were demo- 
c },000 republican and 19,000 prohibition- 
sts. ‘This, however, does not represent the 
full voting strength of Texas as clearly as does 
the presidential tote in 1584, which was in 
round numbers democratic 225,000, republican 
61.000. prohibition 19,000. In yesterday’s 
election the demecrats and republicans hy- 
phenated, The large German element, which 
48 usually republican, went almost solidly 
agaist prohibition, as did at least two-thirds 
of the colored vote. Thus the great majority 
of the republicans under the leadership of Dr. 
Cockran, republican nominee for governor in 
1586, and other leaders of that taith, voted 
against the amendment, while a respectable 
yninority of the democrats followed such of the 
leaders of their parfy as Senator Reagan, 
ex-Senator Maxey, Conzressman Culberson, 
Hare aud Rawson and others, into the prohibi- 
tion fold. Taking the vote of 1884 as a basis 
the prohibitionists, to have achieved a vieto- 
ry, would have had tosecure 5O per cent of the 
ceinocrats and 38 per cent of the republicans. 
Nhe returns so far received show a majority 
against prohibition of 70,000, with eighty coun- 
ties to hear from.

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THE INVITATION FROM MEMPHIS. 


A Comittee Waite on the President—An- 
awer of Mr. Cleveland, 


Wasnrneton, Angust 5.—A. delegation of 
citizens of Memphis, Tenn., waited on the 
president, at the white house today, and in- 
vited him to visit that city on his western trip 
this autumn, 

Senator Harris said that the people of Mem- 
phis wotld be very indulgent to the president 
should he come there, and would appreciate a 
visit from him no matter how short it might 
be. 

Judge Estes suggested that the president 
might find it more cohvenient to visit Mem- 
phisjon his return from Atlanta. Tlie presi- 
dent replied that he thought not, as he wanted 
to return by way of the Atlantic coast, 


he felt absolutely eonfident the president 
wanted to visit Memphis and was equaily con- 
fident he would do se. This caused the presi- 
dent to smile, and he turned to Senator Harris 
and said; 

“Then you will have to keep away from 
me.” 

The committee then presented a handsomely 
engraved invitation to the president, and re- 
tired very much pleased with their reception. 
- We are persuaded that with you it is needless to 
multiply words in favor of your acceptance of our 
city’s generous hospitality, for at least your own con- 
v ¢ ion of duty, rather than your inclination to in- 
duige in pleasure will, we have no doubt, 
decide your course in the premises. Besides the 
rules of hospitality are too sacred 
to be unduly urged nor. lightly de. 
clmed. Without more words, there f:, we, on 
behalf of our  fellow-citizens of Memphis, 
of eyeiy class and Cezree invite you to come and 
make us a visit, and we will promise that. you rso- 
journ within our gates shall be as pleasant as you 
or your party could desire. 

The following is the text of a telegram re- 
ceived by the president this morning: 

CINCINNATI, O., August.4, 1887.~-To His Excellen- 
cy Grover Cleveland, President of the United States 
The chamber of commerce, board of trade 
and transportation, and builder’s exchange, through 
their representatives, in conjunction with the 
mayor, the president of the board of aldermen, and 
the president of the board of councilmen, of the 
city of Cincinnati, have the honor to extend to you 
a most cordial invitation to visit this city at such 
time as will best suit your convenience during your 
contemplated visit to the west. The representatives 
of a city so distinguished for its deference to 
the exalted office you are filling, 
and as equally distinguished for its public and pri- 
vate hospitality, need scarcely assure you of the 
happiness it would give them should you consent to 
become their guest. Feiides the commercial and 
industrial bodies which we represent, as well as re- 
presentatives of the city government are persuaded 
thet no city inthe United States would afford you, 
as president of this great people, a better opportu- 
nity of interpreting the attainments, aspirations 
and hospitalities of our country, on 
the thresbhold of the celebration 
of Cincinnati's centennial period. You 
would have the opportunity of congratulating our 
people upon the progress, marvelous in its results, 
and of felicitating them upen the promise of .a fu- 
ture of commercial influence, an industrial empire 
which might well satisfy the ambition of any peo- 
ple. Conveniently loeated for procuring cotton, 
wool, timber, m nerals and earths, as wellas farm 
producisin great abundance, admirably provided 
by rail and water transportation for distribution in 
all directions’ of manufactured goods; with 
& Conununity of 100,000 operatives produc- 
ing goods, in round numbers, 
valued ai 200,000,000 annually, with manufactures 
Siigularly diversified, and with all conditions ex- 
isting for this city to become one of the great manu- 
facturing comimunities in the world; with com- 
merce in aggregaic value scarecly less than its man- 
ufaciures; with a population approximating 400,000 
inhabitants, including three sister cities of the state 
of Ohio, and the-commonwealth of Kentucky so ad- 
j.cent as tr be one community and only separated 
by a river entitled the ‘“Beautiful,’’ because it 
could be christened by no more signifi- 
cant name; with evidences everywhere 
apparent of the public spirit and’ munificence of its 
private citizens; with its musicals;art museum; its 
college of nvusic; its industrial. exposition; its liter 
erary, medi al legal ~theological and art educational 
institutions, including public schools, second to 
none in the land; its fountains and bridges; its be- 
neyolent and reformatory institutions, its matchless 
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art; its churches; its suburbs of peerless beauty and 
its princely pledge of good will to the south in its 
Southern railway, built at its own 
expense, a royal highway to hereafter invite closer 
social and business relations between the northern 
and southern people, and thus make us pre-émi- 
néntiy one. This city may well permit its institu- 
tions and achievements to utter their own invita- 
tion to the president of the United States, because 
breathing a sentiment more expressive than written 
language can essay to suitably interpret.

Fight in 
Black Boys. 

GALveston, Texas, August 5.—A special to 
the News from Nacogdoches says: Last night 
at the close of a concert in the suburbs of 
town, a deadly encounter occurred between 
seyen or eight white boys on one side and ten 
or fifteen negroes on the other. The negroes 
provoked the fight by halting the whites and 
drawing their pistols. Forty or fifty shots 
were exchanged at very close range—from ten 
to twenty feet. When the smoke of battle 
cleared away, one negro, Jeff Sim- 
mons, was found dead with a 
bullet through his heart. His pistol was still 
A little further on another negro, 
Porter Anderson, wasfound with a morta] 
wound. About a fourth of a mile off, stil] 
another negro, Tom Horne, was found witha 
large bullet in his shoulder, He will reeover. 
A negro named Levi Allison, received several] 
slight wounds. Giles Holton was the only one 
of the whites injured. He received a slight 
wound in the hip and asevere and dangerous 
one inthe leg below the knee, fracturing the 
large bone. Trouble between the whites and 
negroes has been brewing for some time and it 
is teared that it is not yet over. The fight was 
one of the hardest while it lasted that has oc- 
curred here in years.

EXCITEMENT DURING THE -TRIALS. 


Witnesses Murdered on the Highway by 
Masked Men—Conviction of the Chicago 
Boodilers and Their Sentences. 


LOUISVILLE, August 5,—A. special dispatch 
from Morehead says that a great ‘sensation 
was caused yesterday in court by a war of 
words and recriminationg, between D. B. Lo- 
gan and §, Young, in the examination as 
to theeonpplicity of grand jurymen; Boone Lo- 
gan was exasperated by S. E. Young. Logan 
toek up the question and in answer to Young’s 
remarks that his (Boone Logan’s) character 
needed investigation, replied : 

‘‘And as for you, sir; I have undoubted proof 
of your actions for the last ten years that will 
hang you.”’ 

Pistols wore drawn among the friends of 
both sides and many an ominous click was 
heard resounding through the courthouse. 

An order to load was heard from the outside 
and the sound of muskets told the excited 
crowd the the first move on the part of either 
party would be followed by a deadly fire from 
the troops. 

A horrible affray is reported to have taken 
place "yesterday at a place called Dry Creek, 
nine miles from this place, John Taylor, Tom 
Keickton, John Vance and Elliot Martin, were 
on their way to court here as witnesses to this 
term. They were met by a gang of men mask- 
ed and armed; they were halted 
and their business inquired into. They re- 
fused totell, when the maskers opened fire on 
them, and after wounding ‘John Taylor and 
John Nance and killing Elliott Martin fhey 
rode off. No reasons are assigned for the 
killing, save that these men’s evidence gould 
have damaged somebody connected with the 
late murder of the young Logans. The soldiers 
slept in their clothes last night. The feeling 
isat a good heat. The strain is very great 
and important developments are expected. 

LOUISVILLE, August 5.—A Courier-Journal 
special says ‘bat all is now quiet at Morehead, 
with no prospect of immediate further trouble.

ALY, CONVICTED. 


The Jury in the Boodle Trials at Chicago 
Render Their Verdict. 

Curicaco, August 5.—The verdict iff the so- 
called ‘*boodlers’’ cases was ‘‘all guilty.’’ Seven 
of he eleven got two years each, but Commis- 
sioners McCarthy, Oliver, Cassellman and 
Geilser, escaped with a fine of $1,000 each. 

About 9 o’clock information was received 
that the jury had reached a conclusion. In- 
stantly the courtroom was in commotion, 
while the people in the corridors and along the 
sidewalks were on tip toe of expectation. The 
eleven defendants, some paie and nervous, 
others swaggeringly defiant, stepped to their 
row of black chairs just asthe jurors entered. 

A loud buzz of excited conversation ceased 
with startling suddenness. Ali of the jury 
studiously avoided looking in the direction of 
the accused, and the latter, after an eager 
glance or two, adopted a similar tactic. The 
faces of the talesmen Wéte Ominously grave. 

When the verdict was handed inand the 
clerk, with a trembling voice announced one 
after another of the entire eleven “guilty,’’ the 
defendants seemed rooted to their chairs, the 
very image of despair. Then began the list of 
penalties: Commissioner McClaughey, two 
years. There was astart of surprise among 
the spectators. ‘Fhe extreme penalty of the 
law was three years and a fine of $1,000. Noth- 
ing less had been expected by a great number 
of those present. 

‘‘Commissioner Ochs, two years,’’ read the 
clerk, and the defendants began to look up. 

Commissioners Leyden, Vanpelt, Wren and 
Wasserman, and Warden Varnell, all got two 

rears, and every one looked considerably re- 
f ved except Wren. He turned ashen and 
seemed utterly dazed. The crowd was now 
prepared for any surprise, and itcame speedily 
in the statement: 

‘‘Commissioners McCarthy, Oliver, Cassell- 
man and Gerls, a fine of $1,000.”’ 

A look of unmistakable exultation took pos- 
session of the countenance of Buck McCarthey, 
the burly commissioner, who had througtiout 
the trial and for months previous been the 
most conspicuously attacked of all the crowd. 

‘“‘T move that the jury be polled,’’ shouted 
the irrepressible MecCarthey. it was done, 
and immediately those of the defendants who 
had escaped with a fine were released on bail. 
The others were remanded to jail. A motion 
for a new trial for every one was quickly en- 
tered by the defendants’ attorney, Alexander 
Sullivan. 

The first two ballots of the jury were on the 
question of guilt. The first ballot stood 11 tol 
for conviction, and the second ballot twelve to 
nothing for conviction. Ballots were then 
taken on the question of punishment. The 
first ballot stood nine for three years on all; 
two for two years on all, and one for one thou- 
sand dollars fine on all. The second ballot 
was the same as first. The third ballot re- 
suited in a compromise, and a verdict was ren- 
dered.

MORMONS IN CANADA, 


A Colony Applies to the Dominion Govern- 
ment for Homestead Lands.

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HARTNESS SKIPS OUT. 


The People of Yorkville Get Rid of a Polyga- 
mous Mormon. 

Yorx«viurg, 8. C., August 5.—[Special.]— 
The first invasion of the Mormons into this 
county was about three years ago. A half 
dozen ragged vagabonds were the pioneer em- 
issaries. They were met with universal dis- 
favor and were kept dodging around as though 
they might bave been escaped conyicts. It 
was‘not long, however, before the smoothe- 
tongued miscreants succeeded in finding a soft 
spot upon which to plantthe seeds of their so- 
called religion. They“secured a few converts 
in the western section of the county, who 
did not hesitate to turn their residences 
into meeting houses.

This occurrence caused the 
saints to be a litttle more ‘‘private’’ in their 
movements, and they finally disappeared alto- 
gether.

The African Explorer Heard

HE IS MOVING ON TOWARD EMIN BEY. 


The Debate in the House of Commons on 
the Land Bill—Other Interesting 
Foreign News, . 


Lonpon, August 5.—Ftrther advices from 
Henry M. Stanley say that on June 6th the ex- 
pedition reached a point half way between 
Yambiand Yambunga, the latter being the 
farthest point’ on the Arwwhimi reaehed by 
Stanley in 1883. Navigation was difficult and 
slow because the boats were carrying all nee- 
essary supplies for Emin Bey, in addition to 
supplies of the expeditian. Stanley chose the 
Arwwhimi route in preference to the Stanley 
Falls route, because he learned 


the. former he would 


were, friendlier. He had hoped his steamers 
would be able to ascend the rapids above 
Yambunga, beyond which the river is easily 
navigable. Stanley expected to reach Madelia 
about the beginningof August. From advices 
received Thursday it would appear that

THE LAND BILE. 


The Struggle of the Irish Members to Mod- 
ify It. 

Lonpon, August 5.—Mr.Gladstone will go to 
Hawarden tomorrow for a prolonged stay. Mr. 
Chamberlain will stumo Ulster in October, 
speaking in Belfast, Coloraine and London- 
derry. 6 will not visit the south of Ireland, 
though Dublin unionists have invited him to 
that city. 

In the house of commons this evening Mr. 
Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, announced 
the he did not expect to be required to make 
any communication to parliament regarding 
the suppression of dangerous assooiations in 
Ireland. This statement was received with 
cheers by the Iriah members. 

Upon motion of Mr. Balfour to recommend 
the land bill for the diseussion of 
certain amended clauses, Mr. Dillon 
argued that the government should first 
explain the alteration [they intend to intro- 
duce. Heasked why nothing was§ proposed 
for dealing with arrears. The bill as it stood, 
offered no ptotection to tenants for whom the 
bankruptcy clauses had been designed, as 
those clauses had been dropped, better pro- 
tection for tenantry became necessary. 

Mr. Balfour said that the government was 
willing to accept any workable proposal for 
dealing with arrears, provided debts to land- 
lords be held equally as sacred as debts to 
shopkeepers and others. The hill gives con- 
siderable protection against arrears, while not 
ignoring or affectimg debts due to landlords. 
It- was the largest measure of relief ever grant- 
ed to any class of persons in any country. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt denied the 

ralue of the boasted —— clause. Thought 

the payment of arrears might be spread over a 
number of years, each installment represented 
&@payment exorbitant. It was nonsense to 
talk: about dealing with all debts in the same 
way, a8 with debts to landlords. If the gov- 
ernment wished the bill to be a genuine meas- 
ure of peace they would accept the proposal of 
the Parnellites. 

Mr, Gladstone refused to admit the justice 
of drawing a parallel between arrears due 
landlords and the debts of tenants to other 
creditors. They were about to declare many 
rents exorbitant, but parliament was not going 
to say that traders had been charging exorbi- 
tant prices for goods. A tenant who obtained 
a decision from the court that his rent was ex- 
cessive might not have excessive arrears Car- 
ried forward against him. The bill was hard- 
ly a message of peace. It left the tenant to pay 
arrears Which must overpower him. [‘‘Hear, 
hear!’’] The bill wasin more respects than 
one of great value, but the government’s re- 
fusal to grant a reasonable concession on ar- 
rears would tend to déstroy the beneficial ef- 
fects of the. measure. [Cheers. ] 

Mr. Parnell observed that all of Mr. 
Smith’s argument might be used with equal 
effect against the reduction which the govern- 
ment proposed under pressure at the eleventh 
hour, kad parliament interfered because there 
was no freedom of contract with respect to 
land in Ireland, though there was perfect free- 
dom in regardto a tenant and trader. Here 
gretted that the government had determined 
not to deal with the arrears of rent which was 
the only question likely to interfere with the 
settlement contemplated by the bill. 

Mr. Dillon’s proposal was negatived—180 to

AGAINST THE “COLOR BLIND” BILL. 


Senator Dean's Rill for the Sale of the State 
Road as Amended--Work of the 
Committees—Other News. 


The feature of the work in the legislature 
yesterday was the discussion in the committee 
of the whole house of the Felton reformatory 
prison bill. Some important work was done 
in the yarious committees. 


Color Blindness in Railroad Men. 


The house committee on hygiene and sanita 
tion considered yesterday evening the bill on 
color blindness. - 

Quite a large delegation from the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers was present, 
Captain J. F; Sales, engineer, and B. W. Fer- 
ber, fireman, of the Georgia railroad, acted as 
spokesmen. Hon. Clarke Howell made an ar- 
gumentin behalf of the brotherhood against 
the bill, claiming: 

First—There is no necessity for such a law. 
There have been no losses or accidents from 
color blindness in Georgia. 

Second—In Georgia trains do not run by the 
electric system, but by printed schedules. 

Third—The law imposes a heavy tax on the 
engineers and other operatives, as they have 
to pay the license tax. But four different 
colors are used, and they are distinct colors. 
One is pot used in running trains, only for car 
inspectors, 

Fourth—It would not be fair and just to turn 
out of employment men who have served the 
best part of their lives on the railroads. 

President Davidson made an argument in 
oppositson to the bill terse, forcible and point- 
ed. The committee will hear evidence on the 
other side, but it is predicted that the bill will 
die an easy death. 


The Fain-Rankin Investigation. 
The special committee having in charge the 
Fain-Rankin and Marietta and North Georgia 
investigations met yesterday morning for the 


| consideration ef matters pertaining tothe re- 
| ports which will be made by the committee. 


After some discussion an adjournment was 
taken until Monday morning next. 

The committee will, at that meeting formnu- 
late its report upon the first matter referred to 
it. The report will be a complete exoneration 
of Messrs. Fain and Rankin, the committee 
stating that nothing reflecting upon the char- 
acter of cither gentleman was produced. 


The Senate. 

President pro tem Davidson called the sen- 
ate to order, yesterday at 10 o'clock, prayer be- 
ing offered by Rev. John Jones, chaplain of 
the senate. 

The roll was ealled, and the journal was 
read and approved. 

Leave of absence was grapted for a few 
days to Senators Northcutt, McCants and 
Lewis. 

COMMITTEF REPORTS. 

Mr. Dean, chairman of the special judiciary 
committee, reported to the senate that the 
committee had agreed to report the biil for the 
relief of the Mutual Reserve Fund Life asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Smith, chairman of the general judicia- 
ry committee, reported the following bills fa- 
vorably: A bill entitled an act to amend sec- 
tion 508 of the code; a bill to provide for the 
transportation, of lumber and naval stores by 
tramways, and to prescribe modes of laying 
out the same: a billto amend section 3010 (b) 
of the code, and to prévide for the revision of 
jury lists in counties wherein there are cities of 
10,000; anda bill to provide for the registra- 
tion of voters in Newton county. 

These bills, reported by the committee, were 
read the second time. 

The genera! judiciary committee also report- 
ed the following bills: A bill to allow judges 
of the superior court tocali special terms of 
their courts, for the purpose of granting char- 
tersin the same way and manner as is now 
done at the regular terms of the court; also, a 
bill to amend section 1676 of the code of 1882. 
The committee reported that these bills be 
read the second time and be recommitted. 

One new bill was introduced. It was that of 
Mr. Davidson and was entitled: A bill en- 
titled an act toamend an act to regulate the 
time for which the members of the city council 
of Augusta shall hold offiee, and for other 
purposes. Referred to judiciary. 

Under a suspension of the rules a number 
of bills and resolutions were read the second 
time. 

BILLS PASSED. 

The following bills were read the third time 
and passed by the requisite constitutional ma- 
jority: 

A bill to incorporate ihe Planters’ bank of 
Preston, Ga. 

A resolution for the relief of A. S. Harris, 
tax collector of ‘Talbot county. 

A bill amending an act incorporating the 
town of Clayton, in Rabun county. 

A billte require al] itinerant vendors of 
clocks to pay a tax in county in which they do 
business. 

The senate having passed alJl bills that it 
could have passed yesterday, and having read 
all bills the second time, on motion of Mr. 
Livingstone, adjourned until Monday morning 
at 100'clock. 

House Routine. 

The committee on railroads recommend the 
passage of the bill incorporating the Long 
Shoals and Rockland railroad, and as amend- 
ed, the bill amending the charter of the At- 
lanta and Hawkinsville railroad. 

The finance committee recommended the 
passage of the bill appropriating $5,000 for re- 
pairs of the buildings of the university of 
Georgia. 

The general judiciary reported favorably on 
the bill changing the time of holding Jasper 
superior court, and adversely on the following 
bills: Making slander or oral defamation of 
character a crime, amending sections 3293, 
2573 and 4047 of the code; making it unlawful 
to become a party to any contract for the pur- 
chase or sale of goods where both parties are 
aware that the seller expects to purchase the 
goods himself to fill the contract. 
They recommended that the bill 
authorizing the judges of the supreme court 
te employ a short hand reporter be withdrawn. 

The special judiciary committee 
mended the passage of other bills,

The Text of Mr. Dean's E11) to Sell the State 
Koad as Aniended,

The bill as amended; reads as follows: A bill to 
be entitiel an act to authorize and directasale of 
the Western and Atlantic rallroad, to create a board 
of commissioners to effect a sale, to define their pow- 
ergand dutics, and to specify the termsand man- 
ner of sale, and for other purposes, 

he true objects of pure republican gov-

Whereas, The constitution of the state of Georgia 
declares “protection to person and property the par- 
Amount duty of government, and shall be impartial 
anid complete: and 

Whereas, The constitution of the state of Georgia 
recognizes the right ofthe people to free compett- 
tion in business pursuits; and 

Whereas, The owning of property by the state, 
which is used and operated solely for the purposes 
of profit to the state, is inconsistent with the forego- 
ing principles, and is calculated to reduce the state 
from the high plane of pure government to tine level 
of business competition with her citizens, thereby 
offering temptation to use her sovereign power to 

rotect her peenniary interests atthe sacrifice of 
her citizens, whose welfare she should promote 
rather than retard; and 

Whereas, The control and management of such 

sroperty by the state has been and will continue to 
Ee, a disturbing element in theeonduct of the affairs 
of the state; and 

Whereas, It isa bad business policy toown prop- 
erty and refuse tosell the same for an adequate 
price while owing debts, the interest-on which is 
equal to, or greater than the income derlyed from 
th> property; and 

Whereas, The constitution of the state of Georgia 
recognizes the propriety of selling the Dr agp ; of 
the state for the purpose of paying the debts 0 the 
State: 

Section 1. Therefore be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of the same, That the property 
owned by the state of Georgia, known as the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad  roperty, be sold upon the 
terms and in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That his excellency, the governor of the 
state of Georgia, the president of the senate, the 
speaker of the house of representatives the attor- 
ney-general, the treasurer, the comptroller and the 
chairman of the beard of railroad commissioners of 
the state, or their successors in office be, and they 
are hereby constituted a board of commissioners to 
conduct and consummate a sale of said property, a 
majority of whom shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of the business entrusted tothem, 

Section 3. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That said board of commissioners are 
hereby authorized and directed to advertise in ten 
or more leading journals published in the United 
States for bids and propositions cf purchase of said 
property; such advertisement to be published once a 
month for three months prior to the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1888, and shall. contain a statement of the 
rules upon which bids and propositions will be re- 
ceived and entertained by the board, a description 
in general terms of the property to be sold and the 
terms of sale, as in section fourth of this act recited. 

Section 4. Be it further enacte1 by the authority 
aforesaid, That the minimum principal sum to be 
— for said property shall be eight million four 
jundred and eighty thousand five hundred ($8,480,- 
500) dollars, 

The time of payment thereof shall be as follows, 
towit: Two m ition one handred and forty-one thou- 
sand ($2,141,000) dollars shall become due on Decem- 
ber the tirst, inthe year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-eight (183); two million and ninety-eight 
thousand ($2,008,000) dollars shall become due Sep- 
tember the first, in the yeareighteen hundred and 
ninety (1890); three hundred and seven thousand 
and five hundred ($307,500) dollars shall become due 
June the first. eighteen hundred and ninety-two 
(1892); five hundred and forty-wo thousand ($642,- 
000) dollars shall beecme due June the first, in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-six (1896); the 
balance of the purchase price shall become due 
June the first, in the year nineteen hundred and 
fifteen (1915.) 

Said several installments or payments shall bear 
interest from date of signing and delivering the con- 
tract of sale at the rate of four and one-half (4)¢) per 
cent per annum, payable semi-annually, both prin- 
cipal and interest payable at the office of the treas- 
urer of the state of Georgia. 

The board of commissioners shall require such 
bonus or security for good faith uponSthe§part of 
parties making bids or propositions as they may 
deem proper, and subject to such terms as they may 
prescribe. 

The property to be sold. and conveyed is the fol- 
lowing, to-wit; All of the land, rights and ease- 
ments owned by the state of Georgia, appertaining 
to or connected with the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road property, within the states of Georgia and Ten- 
nessee, whether the same be rights of way, terml- 
nal rights depot, town or city lets, together with all 
improvements and fixtures thereon.such asrailroad 
tracks, bridges, de: of buildings, carsheds, machine 
shops, round buildings, water tanks, 
coal yards and bins, telegraph lines, ete. _ Also, of 
locomotive engines, cars, passenger and freight, 
hand ears, tools and material for use in machine 
shops and for repairs andimprovements on lines of 
road, wood, ties, rails, spikes and bars, office furni- 
ture and fixtures, scales, trucks, ete., all of which 
appertaining to and adapted touse on said railroad 
and of such proportionate values for each class of 
the last named * property herein specified as was, 
by the state of Georgia, turned] over and delivered 
to the ‘present lessees of said railroad, as appears of 
record in the office of the secretary of state, by author- 
ity of the act, authorizing the lease of suid road, the 
agvregate amount thereof being not less than six 
hundred thousand ($600.000) dollars, 

Said property to be sold subject to the lease con- 
tract now unexpired thereon, the terms of which 
lease are not hereby altered or abridged. The pur- 
chaser or purebasers to reccive eredit on the inter- 
est due the state for all sums received by the state 
from the lessees of said property, interest being al- 
lowed the purchaser or purchasers at the rate of 
four and one-half per cent. per annum for credits 
received in advance of the maturity of interest due 
by them to the state. 

The faith of the. state is hereby pledged 
toconvey said property with good and sufficient 
title in fee simple with warranty, against the claim 
or claims of any or all person and persons whcmso- 
ever, upon a full and complete compliance with the 
terms of saic as herein provided, 

The title of said property shall be and remain in 
the state of Georgia until the terms of sale are fully 
and completely fulfiled—which being done. a con- 
vevance shall be made as above stated. 

Possession of said property shall be given to the 
purchaser or purchasers whenever the said lease 
contract is terminated, and the same shall bein as 
good condition as when sold, less ordinary wear and 
tear. 

In case the purchaser or purchasers shal! at any 
time fail or refuse to pay any sum or sums, either of 
principal or interest, that may be due under the 
terms of the contract of sale within twenty (20) days 
after the same has become. due, or shal}! fail or neg 
lect to keep said property in as good condition and 
repair pending the execution of said contree: of sale 
as the same may be in when possession is delivered, 
then in that event, the governor shall, by an order 
passed and entered upon the records of his office, 
declare said contract of purchaser null and void,

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GENERAL ALEXANDER 


Writes to the Legislature on the Color-Biind 
Question, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 5.—[Special.]—Gen- 
eral Alexander mailed tonight to the members 
of the general assembly a circular letter on 
two bills now before the logtalature. The bills 
are those to appoint a state commission to ex- 
amine for color-blindness all railroad em loyes 
who have any connection with the handiten of 
trains, and to appoint a state board to examine 
all locomotive engineers as to their fitness for 
their duties. Ostensibly, says General Alex- 
ander, the bills are intended to protect the 
traveling public from danger. This isa very 
large field for the state to enter. He contin- 
ues; “A: moment’ sreflection will convinee 
any practical man thatif the state assumes 
such duties, it should also undertake the in- 
spection. and constant supervision of all 
bridges, culverts, stock and water gaps, and 
all rails and fastening, as well as car axles, 
wheels, trucks, boilers and rollin stock 
generally, of every railroad within _ its 
boundaries.’ The general adds: “The 
dangers against which, the public 
is to be protected by these bills are more imag- 
inary than real, Tn sixteen years’ experience 
on railroads,”’ hé says, ‘“‘I have never known 
of any accident from this cause. I have never 
heard of any mistake being made in the under- 
standing of asignal from color-blindness in any 
employe. [admit that there are men who 
cannot readily distinguish some shades and 
colors, but railroad signals rarely, if ever, de- 
pend upon color alone, and the colors are not 
so used as to readily cause confusion. They 
are combined with particular movements or 
particular positions, or particular shapes.”’ One 
great objection which the railroads have tothe 
bill is the $5 fee, which isto he paid for every 
employe examined.

The State Road Again. 

We print in. another column the Dean 
bill for the sale of the State read as it comes 
from the committee of the senate which has 
been considering it several days. 

After a careful examination of the bill we 
can see no reason ‘Why it should fail to pass. 
There seems to be a _ wide difference of 
opinion alout the value of this road, and 
the bil! wfil atNeast establish a price for it. 
We have our doubts whether the minimum 
price fixed will be obtained, but there cer- 
tainly will be no -danger to the state in 
making an effort to sell atthe price named. 

If the sum _ fixed should be obtained the 
money would be appropriated to pay off the 
state’s indebtedness, thus getting rid ofa 
vexatious question, and. saving to the tax 
payers of the state a large amount that is 
now paid in interest. The state press is al- 
most unanimously in favor of this bill, and 
if it should fail, and in after years any ca- 
lamity should befall the road, and the state 
part with it fora less sum than that fixed as 
the minimum price, it would be held against 
the men who opposed the bill with their 
votes. There is no telling what shape 
politics may take in the future. Collateral 
issues are springing up in our state, and 
possibly there will some day be a majority 
in our legislature that would not deal as 
honestly with this question as the present 
legislature will, 

Some of the members are in favor of post- 
poning any action on the State road until 
the next legislature meets. In view of the 
letter written by Senator Brown on the 
subject of betterments we think this an un- 
wise course. ‘There must be some answer 
to this demand from the president of the 
lessees, either yea or nay, or the legislature 
will be charged with a-desire to dodge the 
question, A simple resolution setting forth 
what the state will insist upon in this mat- 
ter of betterments, and instructing the offi- 
cers of the state to demand the terms re- 
quired is all that is needed so far as the 
betterments. are concerned, If itis the 
purpose to sell the road, one legislature 
should be required to intervene between the 
sale and delivery of the road, It would be 
safer for the state.

Admission to the Bar. 

The Georgia Bar association, which has 
just adjourned, dealt with a subject which 
is manifestly in the scope of the object for 
which the association was organized—the 
subject of legal education and admission to 
the bar. From the first session to the last 
one, this topic has been earnestly discussed. 
The agreement of opinion has been well 
nigh unanimous that the present method of 
admission to the bar is simply a farce and 
that some changes in the law are impera- 
tively demanded; but diversity of sentiment 
as to the measures proposed has hitherto in- 
terfered with the adoption of any plan 
which would carry with it the influence of 
united action by the association. At the 
recent session, however, a report of the 
committee on this subject, presented by 
George A. Mercer, chairman, was unani- 
mously adopted; and a committee appoint- 
ed to confer with members of the general 
assembly and to endeavor to frame into a 
law the measures recommended by that re- 
port, as far as they were satisfactory to the 
members of the legislature. 

Under the existing system, it is said that 
the applicant for admission to the profes- 
sion nearly always nominates his own com- 
mittee of examination. They are his 
friends—selected because they are such. 
The candidate visits them in private, is 
asked various questions, and afterwards “in 
open court” is put through a formal exam- 
ination on the same points. The committee 
thus serve really as committee of introduc- 
tion to the bar, rather than a committee of 
examination. While this method may not 
be in vogue in all the circuits, it certainly 
prevails in most of them, and the bare fact 
that itis possible anywhere is enough to 
call for a remedy. 

Georgia is one of the few states where so 
imperfect a system prevails. A few years 
ago the American Bar association caused to 
be prepared a comparison of -the laws of al] 
the states on this subject. General Lawton, 
in speaking of this said that very great sur- 
prise was expressed when this comparison 
disclosed the fact that the Georgia law really 
prescribes no time whatever as a period of 
preparation for a profession so responsible 
and so privileged as is that of the bar. 

The substance of the measure now re- 
commended by the unanimous voice of the 
association is to require the examination of 
applicants to be conducted by a committee 
appeinted in each circuit by the judge of 
that circuit,which committee shal! continue 
fortwo years, and conduct the examina- 
tions in writing and under such cireum- 
stances as to insure impartiality, and that 
before examination every applicant shall 
have spent ong year in preparation therefor, 

The law is either a trade or a profession, 
If it is only a trade, then every man 
ought to have the right to “hang out his 
shingle’ without let or hindrance, But if 
it isa learned profession conferring upon 
those admitted to it important responsibili- 
ties and privileges, public interest requires 
that such admission should be carefully 


upon which the united opinion of the Bar 
association is entitled to great weight, 
Lawyers are proverbially liberal in their 
feelings towards those who propose to enter 
the profession. There is no danger that 
they would favor a measure with a view of 
keeping out any worthy applicants. 
Lawyers have not any interest in this sub- 
ject different from the public interest, It 
would seem, therefore, that a measure on 
this subject, which is the result of agree- 
ment after three years of careful and sift- 
ing discussion by the best lawyers in thé 
state, ought to receive the most favorable 
consideration at the hands of the general 


assembly.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 
“Woodman, Spare That Treo.” 

Eprrors Constrrvtion; Tas Constrrution de- 
serves the thanks of the people for its fine “leader” 
on “The Flood and its Lesson.” It has the thanks 
of this writer with both hands uplifted. It may be 
late in the day to raise this cry, even in Aineriea, 
but this only makeajit the more imperative that the 
cry be raised—long and loud. Six generations of 
Americans have lived and died, ro hen _— Bt 
stroying our magnificent forests. Is itnottim 
the seventh, with pick and shovel, should begin the 
work of replacing them? 

The writer had an agreement with the Panner 
Watchman of Athens to open upon this line last 
winter. But the revolving wheel of the Methodist 
itineracy sundered his pleasant relations with 
that office. He still has all his reverence for a tree, 
and has it more, He can hardly see one marred or 
destroyed without a sigh. God made that oak, 
should a vandal hand cut it down without canse? 

THE CONSTITUTION is right in the statement tl at 
the destruction of the forests is the cause of exccs- 
give floods. If any man doubts it let him reflect on 
the great porOusness of the soilin all weoled dis- 
tricts, which enalles it to drink in and retain nearly 
ali the rain that falls upon it. Then let him think 
of the compactness of the soil in all cu'tivated hil's 


and plains, causing them to pour off almost like a 


watershed, all the water that falls on them after 
the surface is once saturated. The scil in the former 
case is filled with vegetable matter, and can hold 
the floods,in the latter, it has lost all its loose- 
ness and can hold but a small part of 
it. The remainder is obliged to produce a 
flood. It is not that more rain falls than formerly. 
Probably there isnot so much, But the great nat- 
ural reservoirs, always found in the character of 
native soil, haye been so destroyed that they can- 
not hold the surplus water. Hence we have more 
floods and more drouths, 

The very day we turn over our red hills to natural 
causes for reconstruction, these causes begin the 
work of replacing the forests and rebuilding these 
reservoirs. Itis never so well done as at first, but it 
is the best that can be done after our barbarous treat- 
ment of forest and soil. 

In a few years the hills are covered with pines 
whose roots and falling trash are at work loosening 
the goil again. Itis marvellous with what vigor 
these natural causes press the work of reconstruc- 
tion. It has been an exciting race for more than a 
century, in this country, between man in his efforis 
to destroy the face ofthe continent, and nature in 
its noble work of preserving it. So far man has 
borne offthe palm. We sigh for a change. 

There is another — of this subject that still 
more magnifies the lesson before us. The destruc- 
tion of our forests has fearfully angmented both the 
amount and the malignity of sickness in the land 
The writer lived in one city in Georgia where his 
house was a hospital for three years; and the entire 
city was not much less. The trees bad all been cut 
down on the river, ereeksand hills around it, leay- 
ing mud and swampexposed to the summer's sun. 
It was done by military authority to keep out an in- 
vading army. But it let in on us a far worse enemy, 
that nosentinel could halt and no guns destroy. 
And there never came any relief until 
these forests hadin a measure grown back. An 
other town in Georgia has a stagnant pond miles 
away from it—too far for any thought of harm— 
save on the part of physicians. But each hot sum- 
mer brings out a creeping, malignant foe that is re 
morseless and merciless. Yet he has never harmed 
a family that has a forest between them and that 
pond. A resident physician has planted an enor- 
mous orchard between his house and the suspected 
home of the foe. A few acres of woods around that

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An American Boldly Disputes the Encyclo- 
 peedia Britannica, 
From the New York Evening Post. 

“Snakes are oviparous ; they deposit from ten 
to eighty eggs . . . where they are exposed to 
and hatched by motst heat, Tho parents pay no 
further attention to them, except the pythons which 
incubate their eggs. . . . In some families . . 
. the eggs are retained in the oviduct until the em- 
bryo is fully developed. These snakes bring forth 
living young, and are called ovo-viviparous,” that 
ia, they “hatch their eggs before they are laid,’ as 
was asserted by the same writer in the ‘Encyclops- 
dia Britannica’ in his article on reptiles. 

This illustrates what was advanced in the first 
article: ‘Passing over eighteen centuries we find the 
knowledge of reptiles to have remained as station- 
ary as other branches of natural history, perhaps 
even more so.” To find such assertions in the ‘Iin- 
Cyclopedia Britannica’ is discouraging for the cause 
of natura! history, after all that has Leen done since 
vol first article in Land and Water, December 21, 

/ 

In my “Contributions to Natural History, etc.,” 
(Bailliere, 1875and £0), which contained all that 
was sent to Land and Water, and in subsequent 
publications, I discussed these questions very fully, 
and sent copies to the “Encyclopedia . Britannica” 
with the idea that it would prove accurate when it 
treated the snake question. 
~ In Land and Water, on June 14, 1873,1 think I 
completely disposed of the late Mr. Frank Buck- 
land’s assertion that the common English snake 
deposits her eggs and “gives herself no more con- 
cern about them,” and askedif one had “never 
been scen vith her young.” That question was 
never answered, In America, so faras known, all 
snakes take care of their young; the oviparous ones, 
after the young are hatched in the soil, even open- 
ing their mouths and receiving them inside of 
them, but not in the stomach proper. It is possible 
that some snakes “pay no further attention” to 
their eggs after depositing them, but that would re- 
quire to be proved. 

In regard to the ovo-viviparous snakes “bringing 
forth living young,” Dr. Gunther’s article does not 
explain how it is done, except that in his previous 
article he said, as we have seen, that these snakes 
“hatch their eggs before they are laid.” I have 
shown on many occasions that the eggs are not 
hatched in that way, but immediately after they 
leave the mother; and my information was con- 
firmed by Miss Catherine C. Hopley in her books on 
snakes, for of the vipers born at the zoological gar- 
dens she said that ‘the young viper comes into the 
world, in the shape of an egg, and its first business 
isto push through the filmy membrane which cn- 
ve'O es it in its imprigoned form.”’ {p. 433), At 
this time these young vipers might be between four 
and five inches long, while White of Selborne took 
out of a _ viper one upwards of seven 
inches long, and divested ofan egg or 
covering, In ‘Contri! utions to Natural 
History, ete.’ (p. 14) I said: “If fifteen or twenty 
eggs, lying along the back of a snake, were hatched 
inside in the way described’ we would have, on a 
small scale, something worse than an earthquake.” 
“The young Itook out of a garter snake (whose 
eggs are hatched in the soil) were not lying ina 
string like these eggs, but filled up about the middle 
third of the body, about equally distant from the 
head and tail’ (p. 38). There is no other conclu- 
sion! but what White, of Selborne said (although he 
did not believe it), that after the birth the mother 
opens her mouth and admits her helpless young down 
her throat on sudden surprises, as ‘“‘several intelli- 
gent folks assured him.’’ How snakes are propaga- 
ted and taken care of by the mother in the way de- 
scribed, is well known to people in America, who 
“often express their surprise that this peculiarity of 
the serpent tiibe is not described or hardly recorded 
in the pages of ‘Natural History’”’ (page 16).

“Oh, there you go now with a question ne 
man can answer, because no two cases are 
alike. No hard and tast rule can be laid down 
as to how much salt and how much total solids 
a water should contain; a water may contain a 
very considerable quantity of both and yet be 
wholesome. For instance, take Salt springs, 
which contains an enormous quantity of sal 
and total solids. It is a pure water for rinking 
purposes. Then a water may contain little or 
no salt and solid matter and very unwhole~ 
some. For instance, a once pure well in which 
a dead rat is decomposing and contaminating 
the water. Now, if we relied solely on the 
amount of total solids and salt in this water 
which might be very small, we should go 
wrong and call that pure water which was very 
impure. In this case the amount of oxygem 
absorbed in destroying the organic matter 
comes to our aid, also the amount of ammonia 
produced by the decomposition of the nitroge< 
nous organic matter of the dead body. So you 
see, the amount of salt is determined solely, be- 
cause it is an indication, if in large amount, 
that its orginal source was urme or sewerage. 
Do you understand ?”’ 

““T can’t say that I do.” 

‘Well, it’s just as plain as the nose on your 
face. The absolute amount of ammonia in 
these waters is very small indeed, but the rel- 
ative amount is exceedingly large. The re- 
agent which we possess for the detection of 
ammonia in water isso vyery delicate that 
when a water contains as much as 0.z of 
one part in @ million parts of the water, the 
color produced by the reagent isso very dee 
as to make it necessary to dilute agai an 
again with perfectly pure water before we can 
get a color va enema weak to read with ac- 
curacy. Evidently then it is easy for us to es- 
timate incredibly small amounts of th s sub- 
stance. An absolutely pure water should 
show no ammonia, hence the necessity for a 
ing so much stress on what are apparently 
tritling amounts of this substance.

AN ORPHAN GIRL SEEKS WORK 


In Atlanta, Where She Meets a Sad Fate— 
The Story Told by Herself—Full 
Details of the Affair. 


Egbert Kirby, a neat looking young man, 
came to Atlanta from Troup county about two 
years ago, and passed an hour yesterday after- 
noon in the city prison ufider the watchful eye 
of Chief of Police Connolly. 

The young man’s detention was due to a 
warrant charging him with Seduction. 

Kirby was born and reared in Troup, and 
passed all his lifeona farm up to two years 
ago, when he came to Atlanta. He 
had never had = any experience 
in commercial life, but was sharp 
and brainy enough to catch on rapidly after 
securing a place, which he did without much 
trouble. the sition was in R. H. Buckley's 
spice mill, 44 Pryor street, and the duties to 
which he was assigned soon became familiar 
and pleasant tohim. Not long after he came 
to the city his verdant appearance began to 
disappear, and in the place of a green awkward 
country lad, the proprietor of the spice mill 
found a neat, trim, stylish looking man in less 
than a month after the name was on the pay- 
roll. The change in his appearance, however, 
did not spoil his inclination to work and his 
work was always well done. : 

The spice mill employs several young ladies 
who earn a living by pasting labels, packing 
boxes, etc. With these Kirby was constantly 
thrown and it was not an unusual thing for 
him toexchange compliments with the girls. 
Among the girls was one known as Mary Com- 
mer, a beautiful black eyed, black haired girl 
of eighteen years. 

One day some months ago Miss Commer en- 
tered the spice mill and at the office applied 
for work, Mr. Buckley at that time had more 
help than he wanted and informed the young 
lady that he could do nothing for her. She 
was earnest and sincere in her effort to secure 
work, and as she left remarked that she was 
an orphan and alone in the world. As she 
imparted this information her eyes filled with 
tears and a sigh, heartbroken and full of mis- 
ery, escaped her lips. Mr. Buckley looked 
at the — face before him, and, moved with 
pity, was in the act of offering hera place as 
she turned upon her heel and walked out. 
For asecond the gentleman hesitated, and 
then the picture of thatsad face with tear- 
dimmed eyes arose before him. They made 
an appeal tohis heart which hecould not 
overcome, and whirling about he called Kirby 
to him and directed him to overtake the lady 
and bring her back. Kirby had seen Miss 
Commer while she was in the store, and before 
going a block recognized her. Approaching 
und lifting his hat, he informed the lady that 
Mr. Buckley wanted her to return to the store. 
A pleasant smile was her answer, as she turned 
about and returned to the store with Kirby. 

This was their first meeting. 

As soon as Miss Commer entered the 
store Mr. Buckley informed her that he had 
no particular use for her but that he would give 
her work. She thanked him andin her heart 
blessed him. The next day she appeared at 
the mill and began work. She had never done 
any work before but was quite smart and ina 
short time became an expert. She was lively 
and pleasant and was always laughing, chat- 
ting or humming asongas she executed the 
task assigned her. It soon became known that 
she came from South Carolina, and that her 
career as a working girl had begun after she 
reached Atlanta. She quickly became a favo- 
rite with everybody in the mill, and her posi- 
tion was in every way pleasant.

Te, 

Several months ago Mr. Buckley founda 
note in the store. It had been written by the 
young lady to Kirby and the contents were 
most surprising to the proprietor of the mill. 
At first he could not believe the story told in 
the note. Tax bis memoryas he would he 
could recall nothing in the conduct of either 
Miss Commer or Kirby even suggesting what 
he had read. But the note was before him 
and the story plainly written. It appeared 
absolute proof and at once 
Mr. Buckley sought an interview 
with both. At first they denied everything, 
but when he produced the note they ac- 
knowledged all. A few days later the young 
lady left Atlanta for her old home in Carolina. 
There her sad story became known, and her 
old friends discarded her, leaving her worse 
than a stranger in a strange land. Heart 
broken and desperate Miss Commer came back 
to Atlanta and secured a home at the Wo- 
man’s home on Marietta street. To the kind 
ladies in charge she soon _ told 
all. Several attempts were then 
made to get Kirby to right the wrong the deso- 
late lovely girl said he had done her, but with- 
out success. Day before yesterday the matter 
was brought to Chief Connolly’s attention, and 
he was asked to call at the home. Always 
ready to protect and defend the helpless the 
chief made the call and from the young gir] 
heard the story. He then advised her to take 
out a warrant for Kirby and have him arrested. 
At first she declined to do so, fearing the noto- 
riety it would give, but after some persuasion 
consented, Yesterday morning the chief 
drove to Judge Manning’s office and carried 
him tothe home. There Miss Commer made 
the necessary affidavit and the warrant was 
issued. Immediately after securing the war- 
rant Chief Connolly went to the spice mill 
and arresting Kirby conducted him to the po- 
lice headquarters, where he.was detained un- 
til a-bend for $200 could be made with his em- 
ployes as security. 

hirby is about twenty-five years of age, and 
since living in Atlanta, has been prominently 
connected with the Y. M. C. A. and Sunday- 
schools. He admits improper relations with 
the complainant, but denies the charge, and at 
his preliminary trial will, it is said, attempt to 
break down her character. 

Miss Commer is scarcely eighteen, and is de- 
cidedly pretty. She issmall, but extremely 
graceful in her movements. Her pretty face 
is enhanced by a magnificent appearance. She 
is quite intelligent, and tells the story of her 
ruin in a straightforward manner, which con- 
vinces everybody of its truth.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, August 5—As the rains come down in 
the corn belt, so must the price of corn come down 
on ‘change. Even those who do not believe the 
present rains can save the crops, are ready to take 
advantage of ‘the scare and save themselves by sell- 
ing. 

The Wednesday rains in Kansas, which caused 
corn tocome tumbling downin price yesterday, 
were supplemented last night by a general rain in 
part of Iowa and Nebraska. Besides, telegtfams 
were numerous from pointsin Llinois, telling of 
showers, 

There is nothing like excitement- over corn to 
arouse speculative interest. of the people of the 
whole western tountry, and country orders in such 
cases are apt to control the local c rowd of specula- 
tors, 

The moment the market-opened this morning the 
scene in the corn pit became one of great activity 
and excitement, and operators swarmed from other 
gfains and from provisions, and selling was the or- 
der of the morning. Prices opened from le to 1%e 
under yesserday, and at once began to decline. The 
volume of trading was cnormous, and there was an 
unsettled feeling. September corn went to 89% to 
39%, Before noon, however, the crowd recovered 
from its fears and the leading feature sold up to 
40'4c, and still latter back to 39%4c. 

Great interest centered in May corn which, at the 
outset, soldin yarious parts of the pit from 444e 


-down to 43%4c, the latter being given as the first of- 


ficial quotation. From the opening figure the 
paice was dragged down to 43%, from which point 
it rallied and sold up to4dike. The closing quota- 
tions for the day left corn from 144c to I14c lower 

The buH arguments for wheat seemed to avail 
nothing today until near the close. Early in the 
day prominent operators wére -predicting that the 
collapse of the California corner ‘will probably ad- 
mit of better markets, asit has all along been re- 
garded asan element of danger and an assistance 
tothe bearsin holding the prices down’ since the 
June tumble. 

It was also figured that the increase of the visible 
supply on Monday next will be less than one mil- 
lion bushels, while one year agoit was over two 
mittion bushels. The receipts of new wheat are be- 
coming lighter, anda fair amount is leaving Chi- 
cago and the exports are moderate. With these 
facts before them there was, inthe local crowds 
either a desire tosell or todo nothing in wheat. 
September wheat opened at 69!<¢c, or Sc lower than 
yesterday. It then declined for want of buyers to 
67%{c, and later steacied at about: 69. October sold 
at 7034c to Tic, and December 73%4e to 74\e, ‘The 

range of prices half an hour before the 
closing being one-half cent under closing at 1p. m, 
yesterday. Atthis time recovery began, and Sep- 
tember closed at 69%<¢c, 

Oats also opened weak and 4¢ lower, but during 
the morning there was a slight adv ance which very 
neariy put pricesonapar with yesterday, A yery 
fair demand existed, and prices were changeable 
within about yesterday's range, but the Closing quo- 
tations, as compared with the closings Of yesterday, 
show a 4c. to %ec. decline. 

Only a ‘limited business was (ransacted in the 
market for home products, The offérings of some 
articles were free early, when the demand was 
light and lower prices were accepted. Later the 
demand was fai, while the offerings were light, 
and a portion of the decline was recovered. Short 
rib sides appeared to be on somewhat of an inde- 
pendent tasis, whiJe- mess pork and lard ruled 
easier. Trading was chiefly in September, October 
and January deliveries.

$200 REWARD FOR CLEMMONS’S SLAYER 


A Life-Time Convict Pardoned by the Gov- 
ernor—-A Number of Revenue Arrests— 
Commissioner Branham Kesigns. 


Yesterday was a busy day at the state house 
and a number of important matters were at- 
tended to. A convict was pardoned whose 
history will prove interesting, and other news 
of interest will be found below. In the courts 
several] cases were disposed of by the ordinary, 
and a number of divorce cases were filed in the 
superior court. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GOVERNOR Gorpon had a busy day yester- 
day. A large number of visitors were receiv- 
ed, and in addition to audiences with members 
of the legislature, the governor took action In 
a number of matters that required the consid- 
eration of voluminous papers. A rapid and 
thorough worker, the executive disposes of a 
large amount of business each day, and when 
matters accumulate upon him he simply works 
the harder and accomplishes results in the 
same time. 

A REWARD OF two hundred dollars was of- 
fered yesterday for the arrest and delivery of 
the unknown person or persons who, on the 
night of the 20th of July, 1887, in Fulten coun- 
ty, shot and killed one Rk. Clemmons, the 
pastor of Mt. Olivet colored church. The cir- 
cumstances of the shooting and death of the 
preacher Clemmons are of such recent occur- 
rence that no necessity exists for a recapitula- 
tion here- The governor was importuned in 
the matter by a number of prominent and in- 
fluentia]l negrees who were friends of Clem- 
mons. In addition to this, the circumstances 
of the killing were such as to make it desirable 
that the guilty party should be apprehended. 
The secretary of state will racord and proclaim 
the reward, and it is possible that the mone 
consideration therein offered may inspire panes | 
revelations as may lead to the murderers’ arrest. 

A NUMBER OF OFFICERS were commissioved 
yesterday by the governor. Reason A. Hell 
was commissioned a commissioner of roads 
and revenues of Webster county yester/ay 
in place of D. E. Ponder, removed. D. Sholl 
was commissioned clerk of the superior conrt 
of Whittield county in place of Colonel D. R. 
Hamilton, who was made clerk of the district 
court for the northern district of Georgia. UC. 
l.. Moran was commissioned yesterday a justice 
of the peacein and for the 105th district, G. 
M., located in Baldwin countv. 

GOVERNOR GORDON ALsO pardoned Henry 
Redding, a convict confined at the Cole City 
mines yesterday. The circumstances are as 
follows: In 1869, Henry Redding, together 
with Sterling Morris and John Humphries, 
were tried and convicted of arson at the March 
terin of the superior court of Houston county 
of that year, and were sentenced to hard labor 
in the penitentiary for their natural life. In 
1872, Morris escaped, and in 1879 Humpbries 
gotaway. All parties were negroes, and at 
the time of the conviction were quite young, 
and the offense for which they were convicted 
was an attempt to burn the jail in which they 
were confined in order to etfect their escape. 

tedding has been confined now for eighteen 
years. Once he tried to escape, and succeeded 
in keeping away for eight months, but he was 
finally arrested and carried back to the 
mines. Some time ago he _ asked 
the governor to make his sentence 
20 years instead of fer his life. The governor 
took the matter under consideration, and in 
view of the facts before set out, together with 
the fact that the supreme court of Georgia in 
the 53d’Georgia reports, 33, in the case of Jen- 
kins vs, the state, in which itis held that an 
attempt to burn a jail in order to effect an es- 
cap is not arson. In consideration of all these 
circumstances together with the long term of 
years already served by the convict Redding, 
he on yesterday ordered the principal keeper 
of the penitentiary to direct that Henry Red- 
ding be forthwith discharged from .confine- 
ment. The news will be almost too good to 
the convict to be true, as in his wildest dreams 
perhaps he never dreamed of immediate lib- 
erty. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT On yester- 
day received tax digests from the following 
counties: Campbell returns $1,550,382, a de- 
crease of $28,297; Greene county returns $2,- 
169,135, a decrease of $3,548; Putnam county 
returns $2,110,664, an increase of $82.277; 
Montgomery county returns $1,072,341, an in- 
crease of $61,500. The increase yesterday 
amounted to $61,550, which, added to the in- 
crease previously noted, mals an aggregate 
increase to date of $3,819,598. There was but 
little other news of an interesting nature about 
the comptroller’s office yesterday. A number 
of insurance companies have been relieved of 
the forfeits imposed by him by legislative en- 
actments. Thisaction is not intended to mean 
that the decision of the comptroller is ques- 
tioned, but simply restores the cempanies to 
their privileges because of peculiar circunins 
stances connected with their violation of the 
law.

United States Marshal Nelms was expected to 
testify in relation to some statements made by 
Captain W. D. Grant, made the interest in 
the meeting a decided one. Promptly at half- 
past two, the committee was called to order by 
Colonel Huff, and the investigation was com- 
menced by placing 
REV. FRANK JOSEPH 

on the stand. ‘‘Parson’’ Joseph is an exceed- 
ingly voluble and ignorant negro, who bore 
the relation of a self-invited witness, and who 
wanted to tell something, but whose so-called 
evidence, after all, amounted to nothing more 
or less than an effort to bring before the coim- 
mittee’s attention the fact that he had been 
larger; the conyiets for some time, and 
sad not been paid all the monéy due him for 
that service. ‘**Parson’’ Joseph said that he 
felt ‘called by the spirit to preach” to the con- 
victs; thathe had done good work among 


| them, but that in the short interval during his 


absence ‘‘many had fallen from grace,’’ but he 
yet hoped to kindof “round them up.’ He 
expressed his intention of keeping on laboring 
among the prisoners. 

In the last talk hegave the committee, he 
spoke of the bill of fare at the Chattahoochee 
camp, where he had dined on several occa- 
sions—he made his statement more emphatic 
by declaring he had no ax to grind, but mixed 
his metaphor by saying he was seeking no 
office; hesaid they were fed splendidly, that 
the grandest tapeneminouia iad been made in 
that direction. His testimony was not at all 
important, regarded in any possible light. 

MARSHAL NELMS TALKS OUT. 
United States Marshal Nelms appeared be- 


| fore the committee for the purpose of denying 


the statement made by Captain W. D. Grant 
in his testimony Wednesday afternoon. Cap- 
tain Grant said that at the division of the con- 
victs when he sold out, Captain Nelms, who 
was then principal keeper, was there in the 
interest of Joseph E. Brown. Captain Grant 
stated that he would not swear to the state- 


ment, but he knew Captain Nelms was there - 


in some one’s interest, and he thought it was 
Governor Brown’s. In answer to that state- 
mentMarshal Nelms said ‘‘Grant either.did not 
know what he was talking about or else wil- 
fully lied.”” He declared that he was there in 
the interest of the state for the purpose of in- 
specting the physical condition of the convicts. 

Governor Brown had men there to look after 
his interest—there was Renfroe and Reese,who 
acted for him, and yet the impression is sought 
to be created that I, a state official, was there 
in the interests of Governor Brown. Marshall 
Nehns repudiated the whole statement, and 
explained at length to the committee, how the 
division was made at the time of the sale. 

HOW THE CONVICTS WERE SEPARATED. 

‘Tt was in 1884,’’ said Marshal Nelms, “‘and 
the division took place out near West End at 
the Alexander rock pile, Captain James, 
who knew the physical condition of the con- 
vicis,selected the men and placed them in the 
different. lines—there were four.or five differ. 
ent lines, 1 think. You see there were some 
skilled men among them, and the object was 
to divide these as equally as possible; and as 
each ian was selected, he was placed in one 
of the lines. 

‘There was another object in views it was de- 
sired to get the négroes belonging to the low 
country in one lot as near as possible,and those 
in another who belonged to,the upper part of 
the state. The lessees did not want to send 
negroes from the upper part of the state down 
to south Georgia. In selecting the men. fer 
the different places, due regard was paid to 
where they came from and where they were 
going. After the divislon was. made, my ree 
collection is thatthe lots were drawn for.’’ 

IN REGARD TO GRANT. 

Marshal Nelms said that he did not desire to 
cast any refiection upon Captain Grant, but he 
certainly did not want the people of the state 
to believe that he was at that division in the 
interest of any one beside the state. ‘‘If,”’ 


mittee that he did not intend the retlection 
carried by his language, then I will withdraw 
my language, but not till then,’’ and the 
United States marshal looked as if he meant 
every word he said. 

Several members of the committee suggested 
fhat Captain Grant did not perhaps intend to

Colonel Towers was asked if he knew any 
thing of convicts being worked on Sunday at 
the various camps, He replied that he had 
heard since the investigation began that they 


had been at Rising Fawr furnace. They had 
been worked also at Cedartown, but it had 
been made up to, them by taking the. time 


worked on Sunday off their other work. The 
reason Was thatjit was necessary to keep the iron 
furnaces constatniy going on. Convicts'do not 
do that Sunday work now. free laborers hav- 
ing been employed. Had never heard of con- 
viets working on Sunday at the Chattahoochee 
brick yard, 
CAPTAIN ENGLISH S ADMISSION, 

Captain English here voluntarily came for- 
ward and said that he desired to nake a state- 
ment in regard to the working of convicts at 
brick yard. He said that there were 
certain duties copnected with the firing of 
brick that required skilled men, and that in 
burning brick it was necessary to keep the fire 
constantly going; that it had been the. custom

THE EULOGY ON MBS. HARPER. 

Captain “Pyeglisirtold what :he knew abont 
‘‘Parson’”’ Joseph, who he said was to. all ap- 
pearance an honest old fellew, who had done 
considerable good work there. In reply to a 
question “*whto Mrs. Harper” was, he said that 
she Was  @. poble Christian woman, whe de- 
voted her whole life to the amelioration of 
the condition of pepnge®. He said she had 
the full permis*ion of the lessees. to visit the 
cainp whenever she pleased; that they were 
always glad to see her; that she did geod by 
her visits. Captain English stated that Mrs. 
Harper frequently visited the camp and talked 
and gave tracts to the convicts. 

Colonel Towers related an affecting incident 
connected with Mrs, Harper's work. Said he: 
“‘T was at the coal mines the first time she 
ever visited a prison camp. She seemed timid 
and nervous, and was afraid that she would 
not be able to talk to the men, She asked me 
if they could. sing, and I told.her te goon and 
try. 

“She gaye out a hymn, and the twelve mem- 
bers who constituted the conyictchoir rose and 
led the music, and the echoes rang with the

heaml before mnong those mountains, aml the 
musie of,the voices, and the readinese and 
cheerfulness with which the men sang remoy- 
ed all her embarrassment and shé@. went on 
with the work.

Colonel Barnes 
gave the work his personal attention and for 
more than a week has been absolutely in the 
field. The train leaving Atlanta tonight will 
go through to Savannah, Brunswick and Jack- 
sonville and with the close of the day the road 
will be again in full operation. The freight 
trains which were side-tracked all along the 
road by the storm will begin to move at once 
and the employes will be kept busy for the 
next few days. 

The Georgia road is moving day trains only, 
but will be ready to resume al] schedules by 
Monday. The two transfers are being made 
rapidly The trains kept moving is§kept on 
good time.
